HIT AT HEARING 


Manager af New York ‘Times’ 
Denounces System 


Calls It “Tax on Education” 
Before Congressmen 


Costs Jump on Paper Cited; 
Others Fight Plan 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The en- 
tire zone system of postal rates was 
attacked today as “a tax on educa- 
tien,” by Lowvis Wiley, business: 
manager of the New York Times, 
appearing before the special joint 
subcommittee of Congress as rep- 
resentative of the Publishers’ ie 
sociation of New York. The system 
comprises oppressive tariff, equal- 
ly burdensome on publishers and 
the reading public, Mr. Wiley as- 
serted, and should be abandoned. 

It is impossible, the witness said, 

for any metropolitan newspaper to 
maintain a nation-wide mail sub- 
ecription list under present rates. 
Increased expenses of the Times 
alone under the new rates have 
amounted to $372,960.05, he said, 
an increase of 260 r cent over 
the prewar rates. 

“The newspapers ask for no 
privileges,” Mr. Wiley stated. ‘In 
urging permanent equitable legis- 
lation to remedy the present situa- 
tion we ask that postal rates be de- 
termined upon the basis of facts 
and statistics correctly ascertained. 
We have suffered a comparative. in- 
justice for five years.’ 

Horace R. Lamb, counsel for the 
National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers, attacked the soning law in 
mail rates as discriminatory. 

William Ridgway, secretary of 
the National Paper Trades’ Asso- 
clation, declared the increased rates 
were falling heavily.in the paper in- 
dustry and that the present dullness 
in the industry was laid to the in- 
creased postal rates. Salesmen are 
distributing advertising matter in 
person to avoid heavy mailing costs, 
he said.

Yet, even while the Federal 
charges were pending and Mrs. E.i- 
wards was publicly voicing her 
trust in her husband, he was be- 
ginning a course of cruel trent- 
ment, the bill revealed. In May, 
1914. Edwards become enraged

dy of their three children. 
Edwards, since Jure, 1923. has 
maintained an expensive apartment 
and spends at least $25,000 a year 
on living expenses while refusing 
to contribute anything to the sup- 
port of his family, Mrs. Edwards 
declares.

It leaned forward, he said, the back 
and neck were dry, the face dipped 
in the thirty-three inches of water. 

It has been positively established 
that Miss Stallman did not drown, 
and the new development inclined 
the State's Attorney, Coroner F. 8. 
Schilling and Sheriff Tom M. Mec- 
Nutt to the belief that the former 
Cincinnati school principal, how- 
ever she died, was carried to the 
well and dumped in. 

“It would be the natural way 
for her to land had she been put 
into the well feet first,’’ Coroner 
Schilling said. “Had she climbed 
in herself, taken poison or in any 
other way, then died, she would 
most certainly have slumped over 
or fallen down.” - 

Meantime conflicting stories told 
by Mrs. Edith Lilley, wife of a ten- 
ant on the farm of Mrs. Anna Sea- 
man, Miss Stallman’s sister, led the 
authorities to investigate. Mra. Lil- 
ley’s staternents. 

Last Friday. the day before Miss 
Sialiman’s death, two of a series 
of strange letters that have been 
coming to Miss Staliman and, oth- 
ers around the farm since last 
April, were received.

Most of the censure directed at 
the partial-payment system arises 
from the unwise extension of the 
idea into the realm of luxuries. Re- 
cently, the National Association of 
Credit Men, assembled in conven- 
tion, approved a resolution warning 
against the alarming growth of in- 


TY istallment buying, particularly of 


luxuries. Undoubtedly, the dele- 
gates were actuated by personal ex- 
periences with indfviduais, who had 
mortgaged their incomes impru- 
dently, and for the satisfaction of a 
passing fancy. And when the fancy 
has lost its glamour, the dealers 
often find themselves. with unpaid 
articles to claim. 

Somewhat analogous is the case 
of the corporation that expands too 
rapidly and increases ite funded 
debt through the sale of interest- 
bearing securities. The supposition 
is that the corporation's income 
will continue to meet the expecta- 
tions of the officers, and that 4 
sufficient margin will remain to sat- 
isfy the higher fixed charges. The 
difficulty is that such forecasts 
comprehend only normal business, 
and when the unexpected happens, 
it is this kind of corporation. that 
goes into the hands of the r iver. 

Similarly. the wage and 4 
earners who contract for goods on 
the partial-payment plan up to the 
danger point are assuming that 
their incomes will continue without 
diminution or interruption. Disap- 
pointment in these suppositions is 
costly both to the individual and to 
the dealer who sold the goods.

SCENT OF THE RACE 

What is said to be the oldest ship 
afloat hag been moored recently at a dock 
in the Chicago River for exhibition. She 
is the stout old Success, built of teak and 
launched at Moulmein, India, in 1790. For 
many years she was used by the British 
government as a felon transport, carrying 
prisoners from England to Australia. After 
the reform of the British penal system in 
1857 she was in the merchant trade. 


In this ship, now 135 years old, are to be 
seen the chains, flogging whips, branding 
irons and other instruments of torture em- 
ployed to keep the exiled convicts in sub- 
jection on their way to the Antipolies. After 
describing the Success a writer in Liberty 
says that its long-continued disuse as a 
floating prison, with all its attendant hor- 
rors, shows that mankind is on the upgrade. 
True, it is one of the proofs of the ascent 
of the race that man is far less cruel in his 
treatment of helpless human beings than 
in former times and, though in this country 
there still are States in which culprits are 
flogged, such cruelty is not generally coun- 
tenanced. Indeed, we show such leniency 
that the criminal spirit finds encourage- 
ment in the fact that its punishment is 
delayed and that when inflicted it is rarely 
very severe as compared with the penalties 
of the old days when a man was hanged for 
stealing a coat or a sack of meal. We have 
in the woman Governor of Texas, who since 
she assumed office last January has pat- 
doned over 400 prisoners, a notable ex- 
ample of an executive who is much given 
to clemency, and théere have been a few 
men Governors almost as soft-hearted. 


But can the exhibition of that leniency 


reaping encourages crime be regarded as 


much greater evidence of the progress of 
civilization than the abolition of flogging 
aboard ship or elsewhere? There are those 
who would term it a backward step. Still, 
such public officials often learn by their 
mistakes, just as the rulers of great nations 
learn by a study of the causes which led to 
the decline and fall of former empires how 
better to conduct the affairs of state and 
how to inspire the people, as President 
Coolidge inspires Americans, with a desire 
for moral and civic improvement. 


The “upgrade” to which the Liberty writ- 
er refers is not to be represented by a’ 
straight line showing an exact degree of 
ascent. The line is a jagged one. The 
declinations represent the lapses of the 
race as a whole or in part. They are com- 
parable in a way with the moral lapses of 
the individual. When one climbs a mona- 
tain range one finds that the progress is 
not all upgrade. At times it may be on a

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be downward, but the trail winds toward 
the summit which finally is reached. 

Yet im the ascent of civilization, as in 
that of the human unit, what may be re 
garded as a setback is sometimes the 
thing that could have happened, for the 
lesson it teaches makes for better and 
quicker progress. 

So that, throngh action and reaction, 
through disappointment and achievement, 
the race gradually is ascending. And, 
though we may question the truth of Whit- 
tier’s poetical dictum that 

“All the good the past hath had 

Remains to make our own time glad,” 

It cannot be denied that this ascent is sure 
and that, as the Quaker poet concludes, 
“Step by step, as time we scan, 

We see the steady gain of man.” 


OUTLETS NEEDED 
Although the traffic between Los An- 
geles and the San Fernando Valley has 
more than doubled in the past six years, 
there has been little increase in the num- 


improvement in the all-too-narrow pave- 


bank, Glendale and other rapidly growing 
communities in or near the valley are im- 
patient because of the frequent tying up cf 
traffic resulting from these causes. At 
times the clogging of the traffic stream has 
lasted for hours, as, for example, the one 
on the Cahuenga Pass road the other day. 
In order to avoid such a tie-up a motorist, 
hurrying home to dinner after a hard day's 
work in office or shop, would have had to 
‘travel miles out of his way. The nearest 
practicable alternate route is the Los Feliz 
road, travel over which has been slowed 
down for months because of the construc- 
tion of the new concrete bridge across the 
Los Angeles River near Tropico. 

The people of Glendale have but one di- 
rect route to Central Los Angeles, that 
which runs out over Glendale Boulevard, 
which for a long distance affords room for 
but a single vehicular line coming and go- 
ing. Nearly every evening the homeward- 
going motorists of Glendale are crowded 
into this line, which pokes along at a very 
slow rate, with frequent stops. Widening 
this road or building another that would 
parallel it a short distance away would be 
a great boon to motorists. 

That part of the San Fernando road 


dale to Pasadena avenue, affording a round- 
about route into Los Angeles via the Broad- 
way bridge, is badly congested during the 
rush hours.in and out of the city, largely 
due to the great increase in the number of 
trucks plying the old highway. This road 
is so narrow that to overtake and pass a 
slow-moving machine is to risk collision 
with an oncoming car. The old asphalt 
pavement is rough and has many a spring- 
testing rut. 

For years it has been impossible to reach 
Bagle Rock over a smooth pavement by 
anything like a direct route, but a section 
of the road through Glassell avenue, where 
Eagle Rock motorists have been bumping 
the bumps ever since their district was a 
mere hamlet, is now being improved. 

With the building of so many good roads 
out of Los Angeles to the east, south and 
west it would seem that the enormously 
increased traffic to the north and northwest 
might be similarly accommodated. It is 
only natural that the people living in these 
poorly provided-for districts, some of which 
have doubled their population in the past 
few years, should be impatient of the delay 
in road improvement for which they have 
been clamoring so lustily.

Los Angeles concrete - construc- 
tion contractors have established a 
world’s record for speed tn build- 


largest unit of its kind at Downey 
Road and District Boulevard, ac- 
cording to Phillip Ball, president 
of the Batmgce Machine Company, 
designer’ o the structure, and 
incidentally owner of the St. Louis 
Browns. 

The building when completed 
will be a cold storage warehouse 
for the Federal Refrigerator Com- 
pany of which Thomas, Murphy is 
president and will be six stories 
high with basement. It will con- 
tain 3,000,000 cubic feet of stor- 
age space and when completed and 
equipped will have cost more than 
$1,000,000,
